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Developed Crooked Career 


FOREST FIRES 
UNDER CONTROL 


Ofidale Declare Damage Will Not 
Be as Large as Had Been 
Expected. 


WALLACE, Idaho, July 16.—The 
forestry department reports that all 
of the fires on the Coeur d'Alene res- 
ervation are now under contro! with 
the exception of the ones on Elk 
Prairie and Graham Creek. The Elk 
Prairie Gre is the most disastrous, 
and 400 men are now trying to atop 
the spread. The fire there has de- 
stroyed 1,000 acres. The loss will be 
large as the timber ts emong the beat 
In the state 

The fre on Graham creek ls not 
as) extensive, and only 50 men are 
fighting it. The loss will not be con- 
siderable. 

Supervisor Weigle reports that al- 
though there have been an unusually 
large number of fires this season, the 
tote! logs will not be as large as is 
supposed. The fires have been main- 
ly in slashings, and fn some instances 
will be @ real benefit. The depart- 
ment hopes to be In contro! of the 

situation in a short time. 


Fires Worse in Montana. 


HELENA, Mont., July 16. —Forest 
Gre conditions ino Montana were not 
improved any Friday night. On the 
contrary, reports from Lolo, Bit- 
ter Root, Missoula and Kootena! for- 
esta indicate that the ravages of the 
flames are such as to indicate the 
worst destruction in the history of 
the state. 

In several instances the flames are 
apparently beyond the contro! of the 
ighters, despite the fact that railroad 
men, forestry officials and state men 
have responded in large numbers, as 
well as individuais. The fire near 
Grace has been conquered, while on 
the other hand new fires are reported 
in the vicinity of Libby. 

Much property has been destroyed 
including sawmills, hundreds of acres 
of valuable timber and some _resi- 
dences. The state land board au- 
horized the expenditures of money by 
the sheriff of Flathead county and 
the timber inspectors to procure addi- 
‘ional men to fight the flames.

NEW YORK, July 16.—While a 
frultiess search was being made Frt- 
day of the liner Lusitania, which ar- 
rived in this port, for Dr. Hawley 
Harvey Crippen, supposed to have 
murdered his wife in London, and 
which the British capital and its en- 
virons likewlse were being scoured 
for traces of him, Kt was discovered 
in New York that mysterious circum- 
stances surrounded the death of 
Crippen's first wife, as well as that 
of his second, Belle Elmore, whose 
body has now been turned up in a 
London cellar. 

It has not been generally known 
that Dr. Crippen was married before 
he wedded the good-looking actress 
whose corpse was found buried in 
quickiime beneath their home in Eng- 
land. But he was, and the manner 
of his origina! bride's death is being 
closely looked into. He may have 
two charges to face If he ie ever cap- 
tured. 

There was located Friday in Win- 
feld, L. 1, W. KR, Bell, a brother-in- 
law of the missing dentist and pat- 
ent medicine man. Mr. Bell is not 
now, and never has been, satisfied 
with the reports that Dr. Crippen 
gave of the death of Mrs. Crippen No. 
1, who was Bell's sister, and he has 
set to work the authorities of several 
American cities to probe the circum- 
stances of her passage. 


Women Expected Death. 

It appears that the first Mra. Crip- 
pen—Chariotte Jane Bell, of New 
York—had a premonition of death, 
that was altogether too strong to be 
natural. 

This ty the story as Mr. Bell tells 
it: 

“My sister, Charlotte Jane, studied 
to be a professions) auree, and about 
25 years ego—! think In 1885—was 
graduated from the Hahnemann hos 
pital hete. While she was In training 
there, a young doctor named Hawley 
Harvey Crippen was an ioterne, and 
they fell in love with each other. 

“Soon after Charlotte's graduation 
they were married. I don’t know 
where or by whom, but I know that 
they started housekeeping in Sixty- 
second street near Tenth avenue, and 
later went to a house somewbere near 
the Armory at Sixty-second street and 
Ninth avenue. There Crippen set 
himself up as a dentist, but he got 
in some kind of trouble, and they 
moved to Thirtleth street near Lex- 
ington avenue. 


Moved to California. 


Again the authorities got after 
bim and this time he moved—thle was 
about 1890—to some town out In Cal- 
ifornia. | didn't bear from my sister 
much previous to this time, but I 
knew they moved from California to 
Salt Lake. Here the mystery began. 
Charlotte wrote to me that her hus- 
band wus taking advantage of his 
medical and surgical knowledge and 
was compelling her—because of cer- 
tain ordinary and to be expected cir- 
cumstanc’s—to undergo operations 
by the kuife. She had undergone, éhe 
said, two dangerous operations, Her 
husband, she wrote. was then play- 
ing the part of an optician, as wei! as 
a dentist, although he was really 
neither. Meanwhile they had one 
little san, born in the frst year of 
their married life. 

“l was sarprised when | got these 
letters,” Mr. Beil went on. “and it 
was in my mind to go weet and kill 
this man who was malireating my 
elater. Bat | restrained myself. Then 
same the worst pews of al)—Char- 
iotte wrote to this effect 

Porved to an Operation. 

My husband ts going to foree me 
to the knife again. and I! feel that 
this will be the last time. I want my 
relatives to know that if I die it will 
be his fault.” 

“Bhe did dle under the third opera- 
tion. and | went to Salt Lake, bat 
when |! got there Dr. Crippen had 
vanished, taking with him bis boy. |!

‘Gunboat Vieksbury Ordered to Scene 


of Trouble 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 16. — 
he state department announces today 
that immediate steps will be taken 
to protect Wm. Pittman and Dr. 
Lawrence Burghem, the two Am- 
ericans who have been imprisoned 
in Nicaraguan jails by order of 
President Madria. The announcement 
was made after a long telephone 
conference with President Taft at 
Beverly. 


Gunboat for Prisoners. 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua, July 16.— 
It ia reported here that the gunboat 
Vicksburg has been ordered from 
Panama to San Juan Del Sur to pro- 
tect American interests and also to 
influence the attitude of Madris to- 
ward William Pittman and Dr, Burg- 
hem. It is reported bere that their 
release will be demanded by the 
Washington government and the de- 
mand will be enforced without de 
lay. 


Special Madria Kavoy. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 16.— 
President Madris has sent a «pecia! 
envoy to Washington to discuss the 
Nicaraguan situation with the atate 
department. According to the re 
port received here the envoys are 
headed by Modestie Barrias, the for- 
mer Nicaraguan minister to Great 
Britain, and are due here July 23

MASONIC DEGREES 


SPOKANE, Wash., July 16.— In- 
vestigations by Denton M, Crow, dep- 
uly prosecuting attorney of Spokane 
county, and Alezander Macdonald, a 
member of the city detective depar't- 
ment, following the arrest here of 
Thomas Perrott of Seattle, atate 
president of the Fraternal Order of 
Ragies in Washington, charged with 
obtaining money under false pretens- 
on in bargaining to confer the de 
sree of the Kaights Templars ia the 
Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite 
Masons for $60, has disclosed the 
fact that any of the degrees, from the 
firet to the thirty-second in the al- 
loged American and foreign Masonte 
orders, may be bought In the open 
market. Perrot's prices range from 
$35 for the blue jodge work to $175 
for the more advanced degrees. 

Major K. D. Gwydir, former Indiana 
fighter and veteran of the Confeder- 
ate army, now sidewalk inapector for 
the «lity of Spokane, and member of 
@ local Masonle lodge, preferred the 
charge in the Spokane police court, 
where, after passing several hours in 
a cell, Perrot gave a bond of $5006 for 
his appearance. Def€ary Smith, gust 
worthy grand to president of the 
Eagles, who has been retained as 
counsel, says Perrot ie a member in 
good standing of 12 secret aad fre- 
ternal orders, adding that he holds a 
certificate signed by |. M. Howell, 
secretary of the state ef Washington, 
aulthorisiog him te “de besiness” ua- 
der the American Masonic Pederation 
of Idaho, also that Perrot is an offi- 
che! of the American Federation of 
Masonic Lodges, incorporated under 
the laws of the state of Washington. 

Documents found in an office oc- 
cupied by Perrot show he is an 
agent for the Scottish Grand Council 
of Rites and le working here under 
the direction of A. E. Lucas of Taco- 
ma, deputy grand maraba!l of Wash- 
ington, while some of the stationary 
picked up in the rulded quarters ia- 
dicates that the “aelatieth” and the 
‘ninetieth’ degrees of Masonry were 
ale dealt in by Perrot 

S. Harry Kush, secretary of the 
Masonic Temple association of Spo- 
kane, eald in an interview that ne 
degrees conferred by the Idaho organ- 
ligation we recognised by the lodges 
in Spokane The Masonle order has 
no solicitors and it never solicits 
members,” be added, “and it la not 
probable thet Perrot has been sutb- 
orleed by any recognised body to sell 
the degrees.” 

Perrot declares be has the right to 
oufer the firet three degrees In Mas- 
onry by virtue of holding office io 
he American Federation of Masonic 
Lodges, eaylog aleo that the power to 
onfer the degrees, from the fourth 
to the thirty-second, le vested by aa 
thority to him by the Seottiah 
Rite Masoule Order of Scotland. He 
bee been organizing Thistle Lodge 
No 6 Io Spokane and bead applica- 
tlons from Ove men
